and spirit of that section of 
the 


constitution which jjrovidcs that, the 
rights of llie people to be secure in 
their persons houses, papers and el'- 
ieots shall not be violated. 


Even the most partisan newspa- 


pers are getting disgusted with the 
methods that have been pursued by 
llie >eiir-:iliou:ilists ill charge of the 
oil investigation. No one complains of 
any reasonable and proper effort'to 
yet all the facts bearing UJKMI the 
policy, and legality oi' the naval re- 
serve leases and lo punish anyone 
who may have been guilty of unlaw- 
ful acts. But the present investiga- 
tion lias been permitted to take so 
•.vide a range as to bring under sur- 
veillance many transactions not 
iu 


i'!iy way connected with the'lease or 
claimed to be so connected. 


The inquisitors seem to have for- 


gotten that section of the .constitu- 
tion which provides that "the ri 
of llie people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects, 
against unreasonable sc-ar'-hcs 
and 


seizures, shall not be violated, etc. 


Despite that provisica, the senate 


committee lias ci-Ilcd upon telegraph 
•companies to deliver huge bundles of 
telegrams through which the commit'- 
tee searched iji an

•something rchiti.!- to the oil leases. 
-\ large proportion of the telegrams 
read by the committee had no con- 
nection with the oil leases whatever. 
Of course, most of those not connect- 
ed with ihe leases were jiot 
made 


(I'.ibhV, lint they became known to 
Hie half dozen or more senators who 
were members of'tiie^cbjiuniHce, ana 
•there were "leaks". Some telegrams 
not connected with the oil iransac- 
tinns were made public by ihe com- 
mittee. 


If tins can !». done in one in.- 


it can be done in any number of-'in- 
Etantes. If communications can be 
secured by calling a telegraph com- 
pany employee, individuals may just 
as easily be called and compelled" to 
reveal their correspondence, 
even 


though it has no bea'rjnp upon the 
subject of the inquiry. The committee 
has no more right to a telegram than 
it has to a letter. It has a right to 
either a telegram or a letter if it has 
a 'bearing upon a. question at issue 
in due process of law, but it has no 
light to demand indiscriminately any 
correspondence it takes a notion to 
look at end then reveal to the public 
oil that suits its pleasure. 


One of the leading newspapers that 


has finally sickened of the reckless- 
ness and1 irresponsibility of the'in- 
vestigating committee is the 
New 


York Times. In a recent leading cdt 
torial that p'aper declares that "It 
was a mistake to suppose that there 
ivas no limit to' which the committee 
would not go in making public private 
telegrams."
